FOUR KILLED, FIVE MISSING 
WHEN GIRDERS FALL 11 FLOORS 


Boom Breaks on New Western 
Union Building in New 
York, 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—Several 
steel girders fell today from the 
eleventh floor of the Western 
Union Building under construction 
at Thomas street and West Broad- 
way, killed at least four workmen 
on aie scaffolding at the eighth 
floor and buried at least five 
more in wreckage at the ‘street 
level. 

The girders were being hoisted 
on a derrick when the boom broke 
and let them crash down through 
the building, breaking through 
stee] framework and new masonry 
and shattering the fronts of build- 
ings across the street. 

The new building is in the com- 
mission house district of the lower 
West Side, crowded with trucks 
carting produce of all kinds 
through narrow cobbled streets, 
and the neighborhood was thrown 
into panic by the accident. Police 
reserves were called out to han- 
die the crowds as rescue crews 
and repair gangs set to work to 
save the injured and prevent fur- 
ther damage.

The 
money now lies in the vault of a 
city bank, where it will remain 
until after the race. Of/this sum 
$4,360,000 will then be paid out to 
1018 prize winners.

FRENCH INSTRUMENT RATIFYING 

KELLOGG PACT REACHES U. S, 
Receipt of Fifteenth, That of Jap- 

an, Will Fring Treaty Into 
Full Force. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
State Department was .advised to- 
day that France's instrument of 
ratification of the Kellogg Treaty 
to renounce war had _ reached 
Washington and would be deposit- 
ed Monday in the archives of the 
United States Government. 

The French instrument will be 
the fourteenth of the 15 to be re- 
cefved. As soon as it has been 
filed with the Department all of 
the 15 nations but Japan will have 
forwarded papers of adherence. 
Ratification by Japan and deposit 
of that nation’s instrument at 
Washington will bring the treaty 
into full force.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Rail- 
roads connecting with the Inland 
Waterways Corporation barge line 
on the Mississippi and Warrior 
rivers were ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
to establish a sweeping system of 
barge-rail rates and routes for the 
utilization of shippers desiring to 
combine the use of water and rail- 
road facilities. 

By the terms of the order, which 
will go into effect Aug. <7, rates 
are to be established rurning as 
low as 20 per cent «ss thun exist- 
ing all-rail rates between tte points 
affected. The routes over which 
the contemplated reduction will ap- 
ply include a large part of the en- 
tire country. 

Barge Line Victory. 

In general, the commission 
granted almost completely a peti- 
tion of the Government-owned In- 
land Waterways Corporation which 
operates on an extensise scale 
along the Mississippi: River and its 
tributaries. The barge line con- 
tended that unless tailroads com- 
bined with it for the making of 
through rates to aad from prin- 
cipal traffic enters, the water 
route could not be tully useful. 

“In nearly all instances it is pro- 
posed to construct the joint barge- 
rail and rail-barge-ra!! rates by de- 
ducting from the alt-rail tates be- 
tween the same poinius differentials 
equivalent to 20 per cent of the 
all-rail rates.” The conimission 
said. ‘“‘Manifestly, however, the 
purpose of the proposed rates 
would be to attract traffic to peti- 
tioner’s lines as against the lowest 
rated all-rail route. 

States as Far Away as Oregon 
Benefit. 

“In order to illustrate the. broad 
territorial application of the pro- 
posed joint rates and the multi- 
plicity of routes involved. it may 
be said that the first of 69 in- 
stances referred to involves rates 
between practically all points in 
the State of Washington, Northern 
Oregon, Northern Idaho, Montana, 
North Dakota, Northern South Da- 
kota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, on the 
one hand, and ports of call on the 
lower Mississippi division and Mo- 
bile on the other hand. 

“The 
seeks rates between practically all 
points in Kentucky, Tennesse, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and ports of 
Maryland and Ohio on one hand 
and points in Southerfl Texas, 
Southern Louisiana, Southern Mis- 
sissippi and a small portion of 
Southern Alabama on the other in 
connection with rail lines. It is 
both undesirable and unnecessary 
to set forth in greater detail the 
through routes and point rates 
sought.” 

No Attempt to Fix Territory. 

In consequence, the commission 
said it did not attempt to limit the 
territory or describe rates by des- 
tination. It ordered the routes to 
make the joint rates and establish 
the through routes petitioned for 
by the barge line, subject only to 
a limitation that the rail carriers 
should not be required to make 
these where the use of the barge 
facilities would considerably length- 
en hauls as compared with’ the 
availiable all-rail routes. In addi- 
tion it refused to allow the barge- 
rail rates to be 20 per cent lower 
than existing rail rates in all cases, 
and established a 10 per cent dif- 
fereftial as sufficient on routes 
where the use of the barge would 
reyguire longer hauls. 

Further the commission denied 
the corporation's petition for the 
establishment of through routes 
which would utilize barge-rail-wa- 
ter rates, befween points on the 
Atlantic Coast and the Lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

“There is nothing to show that 
the establishment of barge-rail-wa- 
ter rates made differentially under 
the all-rail rates would be in the 
public interest” the decision said. 
“We shall not at this time require 
the establishment of such rates.”

THOUSANDS ATTEND

BUDABEST, April 20.—The 
body of Emmerich Magyary, king 
of the Hungarian gypsies, was 
followed yesterday by thousands 
of mourners, the greatest number 
of them gypsics, as it was cafried 
through the crowded streets of the 
capital toward the grave. 


In accordance with the orthodox 
Sypsy custom, the coffin was 
borne aloft by four men on horse- 
back, each holding a long pole on 
which ‘the heavy mahogany cas- 
ket rested. Two hundred gypsy 
and private bands played the 
mournful gypsy dirges. 

Leading the cortege were three 
of the greatest gypsy musicians in 
the world, Kozsi, Raditch and 
Berkes, who received their musi- 
cal training from the now dead 
hing, who was himself the favorite 
violinist of the late Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph. 

Even more conspicuous was 
Prince Abdul Kadir, son of the 
late Sultan Abdul Hamid of Tur- 
key, who recently joined an itin- 
erant gypsy orchestra. As the son 
of a real crowned King, Kadir said 
hé wished to pay tribute to the 
mémory of one whom he consid- 
ered the king of melody.

Jury> Deliberates for Two 
Hours. and 15 Minutes on 
Case of East St. Louis 
Husband Slayer. 


STATE URGES NO 
SPECIFIC PENALTY 


Woman Sobs as Prosecutor 
Says She Shot Mate in 
Abdomen, Then in Back 
When He Fell. ' 


Mrs. Ethel Hender, East St. 
Louis club woman and real estate 
dealer, was found guilty of the 
murder of her husband, Percil 
Hender, a hog buyer, in a verdict 
returned late this afternoon by a 
jury in Fast St. Louis City Court. 
the jury had begun deliberations 
at 2:15 p. m. 

The verdict fixed the 

ent at 14 years in prison, 
minimum for murder. 

Judge Cook, in his instructions, 
gave the jury the choice of three 
verdicts—acquittal or conviction of 
murder or manslaughter. Convic- 
tion for murder is punishable by 
a sentence ranging from 14 years 
to life imprisonment, or death in 
the electric chair; manslaughter 
carries a mandatory sentence of 
from one to 14 years. 

Four hours were spent in argn- 
ment by opposing counsel before 
the instructions were read. State's 
Attorney Lindauer, during the last 
hour, reviewed the State’s case, 
scoffed at the self-defense argu- 
ment and emphasized the fact that 
Hender was a powerful man, from 
whom it would have been difficult 
to wrest a revolver. 

He sought to refute Mrs. Hen- 
der’s testimony by demonstrating 
that the long-barreled revolver 
would not remain unsupported in 
his hip pocket, and declared it 
would have been impossible to 
wrest the large weapon from Hen- 
der’s grasp and point it at him in 
a small bathroom. 

Mrs. Hender laid her head on 
the ecounsel table and sobbed au- 
dibly, when Lindauer closed his 
argument with the charge that she 
had shot her husband in the abdo- 
men and then, after he had fallea, 
shot him in the back. 

P. k. Johnson, chief of defense 
counsel, based his argument on 
self-defense, describing Mrs. Hen- 
der as a home-loving woman and 
a good citizen who had  0»been 
abused physically and mentally by 
her husband, until she was in 
mortal fear of her life. He re- 
viewed the testimony that Hender 
drank and associated with other 
women, closing his argument with 
plea that the jurors consider the 
“human element” in the case. 

At the conclusion of defense tes- 
timony yesterday offered in sup- 
port of Mrs. Hender’s story to the 
jury that she shot her husband in 
self-defense after three months of 
beating and abuse at his hands, 
State’s Attorney Lindauer provided 
a surprise for the 300 or more 
spectators who packed the court- 
room despite objections by defense 
counsel, when he introduced three 
rebuttal witnesses whose testimony 
indicated that the 41-year-old 
widow had intimated previously 
that she would kil: her husband. 

Fred Morlence, the employe of a 
filling station proprietor, who 
Thursday testified to Mrs. Hen- 
der’s good character, testified that 
two days before the shooting, while 
purchasing gasoline, she sari to 
him: “Last night I told Percel if 
he put his hand on me I'd kil 
him.” 

Miss Mildred Schmieder, beauty 
shop operator, testified that two 
or three days before Hender was 
killed, Mrs. Hender in a conversa- 
tion at the beauty parlor, declared: 
“lI am having trouble with Mr. 
Hender. Don’t be surprised if 
something happens at 1607.” The 
Hender home is at 1607 State 
street. 

Mrs. Julia Strait, hardware store 
proprietor, testified over the ob- 
jection of defense counsel that the 
occasion was too remote, that in 
1916 Mhs. Hender attempted to 
purchase a pistol in her store, say~- 
ing that she wanted to use it to 
kill her husband. 

The State has attempted to show 
by circumstantial evidence that 
Mrs. Hender, who was four years 
older than her husband. shot him 
in the back in the bathroom of

FRIENDS ADVISED 
FUGITIVE LAWYER 
TO AILL RIMSELE 


Attorney for David Stein- 
hardt, Who Drank Poison, 
Says Client Told Him of 
Counsel He Had Received 


LETTER ACCUSES

U. S. District Attorney Says 
Death of Key Witness 
Will not Halt Inquiry Into 
Bankruptcy Scandal.

PHILADELJHIA, April 20.—A 
satement credited to David Stein- 
hardt, fugitive New York lawyer, 
that friends advised him to com- 
mit suicide increased interest in 
today’s inquest into his death. 

Facing prosecution for embezzle- 
ment of $500,000 in bankruptcy 
cases, he drank poison yesterday 
while his wife and his attorney, 
Herman lL. Maris of this city, sat 
in an adjoining room at ‘a hotel 
and as Assistant United States At- 
torney George Mintzer of New 
York was on hts way from the 
railroad statiom to take him into 
custody. 

Steinhardt, a trustee and receiv- 
er in bankruptcy, had consented to 
surrender. Several letters were 
found in his pockets and in one 
of them, addressed to his wife, he 
declared that suicide was the only 
alternative. A few days ago he 
told Maris that friends had ad- 
vised him that suicide was the 
only way out of his difficulties, 

Steinhardt had been.a fugitive 
since Jan. 8 when, it is charged, 
he defrauded a client of $50,000. 
Search had been made for. him 
‘throughout this country and Can- 
ada. 

He came to Philadelphia last 
Sunday and a few days later called 
on Maris, a friend of many years, 
to discuss the charges against him. 

Maris said he went to New York 
and brought Mrs. Steinhardt here 
and that Steinhardt had then 
agreed to return to New York 
and face it all, because his wife 
was going to stick to him. 

Mrs. Steinhardt and Maris were 
held as material witnesses and re- 
leased in $3000 bail each. Mrs. 
Steinhardt was released after a 
hearing before a police magistrate. 

Mintzer said that one of the let- 
ters found in Steinhardt’s pockets, 
addressed to United States, Attor- 
ney Tuttle in’ New York, fold of 
coast-to-coast travels made by the 
fugitive in his efforts to elude 
Government agents.

David Steinhardt, fugitive law- 
yer, who ended his life as he was 
about to surrender in Philadelphia, 
was regarded by Federal authori- 
ties as the key man in the bank- 
ruptcy scandal precipitated by his 
ndictment for embezzlement of 
court funds. 

The suicide brought an abrupt 
end to negotiations between Tuttle 
and Steinhardt in which the fugi- 
tive had sent word he was willing 
to tell the whole story of his activ- 
ities and what he knew of the ir- 
regularities of others practicing in 
bankruptcy court. 

Steinhardt’s usefulness in the 
investigation was not wholly ended 
with his death, however, for Tuttle 
said he had received an outline in 
the lawyer's own handwriting set- 
ting forth the facts to which he 
could testify. 

Discovery of Steinhardt's irregu- 
larities early in January led to the 
investigation of conditions in bank- 
ruptcy court which have brought 
about the resignation of Federal 
Judge Francis A. Winslow while a 
congressional inquiry of his official 
acts was under way; the arrest of 
Max Pinner, Federal] Court clerk's 
assistant, and the indictment of 
several attorneys and receivers in 
bankruptcy.

Twelve men, supported by about 
159 citizens in automobiles, took 
Floyd Allen, 20-year-old Negro 
prisoner, out of Ray County jail 
here today, gave him a horsewhip- 
ping and returned him to his cell. 

The Negro was in jail charged 
with entering nine homes and at- 
tempting to attack a white woman. 

Reed C. Woodward, Sheriff, was 
pushed out of his chair and dis- 
armed, then locked in a closet, 
Wheeler Carter, Constable, who 
was with him, was placed under 
guard in the kitchen, while the 12 
abductors entered the jail. The 
mob in automobiles surrounded the 
building.

e long controversy over the 
site, it was learned, was brought 
to an end on a mandate from 
President Hoover to the two Cabi- 
net officers to come to a decision 
without further delay. It is part 
of the announced authorized pub- 
lic works. 

Postmaster-General told 
the correspondent that the Govern- 
ment would proceed immediately 
with the acquisition of the’site, re- 
moval of present structures on it, 
and with the construction of the

Persuaded by City Pianners. 

Postmaster-General Brown said 
the Plaza site was chosen because 
it was approved and urged by the 
City Plan Commission.

Louis has done, through its $87.- 
000,000 bond issue, then I think 
that Uncle Sam should ¢o0-operate,” 
said the Postmaster-General. 

The site selected is bounded by 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Market and 
Walnut streets. 

Pians for the building, which ts 
expected to form an impressive 
addition to the group of public 
buildings projected for the Memo- 
rial Plaza. will be drawn in the 
office of the supervising architect 
of the Treasury Department. 
Bullding operations will be under 
the direction of the Treasury De- 
partment. The new building also 
will house St. Louis activities of 
the Government which are now 
scattered over the city in rented 
quarters.

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, leader of 
the German delegation, conferred 
informally with Owen D. Young 
and the allied delegates, at the 
same time exploring the possibility 
of a 10-year agreement. He ap- 
peared at the hotel George V this 
morning and went into conference 
with Young, Thomas W. Lamont 
and two other reparations experts. 
He looked grave and tired. 
The blame placed on the Ger- 
mans for the deadlock in the con- 
ference, or the Berlin Cabinet's re- 
ported disapproval, seemed to have, 
softened the German delegates’ 
firmness, The delegates, however, 
asserted they were “independent 
experts.” They were neither tak- 
ing nor asking for the Cabinet's 
- instructions, they said, and were 
only seeking solutions which they, 
as experts and as Germans, could 
approve. 

Backed by the Press. 
The German press remains in 
sympathy with the stand taken by 
the German spokesman. Criticism, 
however, came from nationalistic 
papers which thought he had over- 
stated Germany's capacities, rather 
than underestimated it as the allies 
claim. 
It was hoped that, if a perma- 
nent arrangement were impossible, 
a temporary agreement covering 
the next few years might be 
reached. But in the eyent of fail- 
ure it was said Germany would 
try to live up to the Dawes plan, 
although.the general opinion is 
that this plan would break down 
eventually through operation of 
the transfer clause, which is de- 
signed to protect German cur- 
rency. 
Any compromise much abdédve 
Germany's proposed 37 annuities 
of 1,660,000,000 marks (about 
$396,000,000), the German  dele- 
gates assert. could be made only 
for political reasons and would 
have to be made by the home roli- 
ticians and not by them, for, they 
repeated, they are financial exper‘s 
and are determined to promise only 
what can be done. 
In any case, the Germans inti- 
mated, they were tired of discuss- 
ing Vital matters in large commit- 
tees and declared that their oniy 
hope of progress lay in informal 
conversations such as Dr. Schacht 
is now engaged in. 

Compromise Seems Remoic. 

Nothing was known of how 
much higher the Germans would 
eq if an accord seemed even re- 
motely possible. They have sot 
even reached the point yet, the 
Germans said. where it appeared 
probable that the negotiations 
could continue. In fact Schacht's 
first move yesterday after the 
plenary session which adjourned 
out of respect to the late Lord Rev- 
elstoke, member of the British del- 
egation, was to inquire whether 
. the figures presented by the Allies | 
were subject to reduction. He was 
informed there was little likeli- 
hood of a decrease. 
While hope that the conferences 
might result in a reopening of the 
negotiations existed. it was felt 
that it was more likely that the 
discussions would turn to consid- 
eration of how the Reparations 
Committee shall announce termina- 
tion of its work. 

The hope of resuming negotia- 
tiens for a final agreement was 
confined today to a very few opti- 
mists. The Germans could see no 
way for a compromise that would 
likely be acceptab™ and declared 
eategorically that they would not 
submit even to the dictation of 
their Government.

Territorial Adjustment. 

Generally it was felt that Dr. 
Schacht could hardly about face; 
to the exent of adding $25,000,000 
or so to his annuity offer and of 
forgetting his complaint about cer- 
tain political conditions that had 
limited Germany's capacity to pay 
—the complaint from which the al- 
lied delegates inferred a proposa! 
to return to Germany the Polish 
border provinces, the Saar Valley, 
Upper Silesia and other former 
German possessions. 

In the 36 hours succeeding the 
German reply delivered Thursday, 
Dr. Schacht made numerous stat2- 
ments interpreted as efforts to 
transfer elsewhere the responsibili- 
tiy of having broken up the con- 
ference.

“I never said our proposals con- 
stituted the German delegation's 
last word.”

PUBLIC OFFICIALS 


Circuit Court of Appeals 
Judge Holds State or 
County Government Can 
Repudiate a Corrupt Act. 


Dishonest public officials were se- 
verely criticised in an opinion hand- 
ed down here today by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
which held that a state or county 
gOvernment has the right to repu- 
diate entirely any transaction in 
which its agent committed a cor- 


rupt act. 
The opinion affirmed a de- 
cision of the Federal Court of 


Oklahoma which awarded a $75,- 
000 judgment to Pottawatomie 
County against the estate of Rob- 
ert Lee Alexander, former County 
Treasurer, and the American Sure- 
ty Co, of New York. Evidence was 
that Alexander invested $75,000 of 
county funds in municipal bonds of 
Devol, Ok., and received a secret 
commission of $7500 in connection 
with the transaction. 

“That a man cannot serve two 
masters and serve them both faith- 
fully is as true in law ag in holy 
writ,” said the opinion, written by 
Circuit Judge William 8S. Kenyon 
and concurred in by District 
Judges Faris and Sanborn. “It is 
the duty of an agent even of a 
private part¥ to look singly to the 
good of his principal, and not to 
attempt to line his own pockets 
with ill-gotten gains. He should 
not be permitted to occupy a posi- 
tion where duty is likely to be for- 
gottén in the quest for persona! 
gain. How vastly more is this 
true “then he occupies a public 
position of trust and confidence,” 

Teapot Dome Opinion Quoted. 

The opinion quoted from the 
opinion written by Judge Kenyon 
‘in the Teapot Dome case: “If a 
Government official engaged in 
making contracts for the Govern- 
ment receives pecuniary favor 
from one with whom such con- 
tracts are made, a fraud s com- 
mitted on the Government and it 
maters not that the Government is 
subjected to no pecunfary loss or 
that the contract might have been 
an adavantageous one to it. The 
entire transation is tainted with 
favoritism, collusion and corrup- 


em 


“This is just as true of a county 
official.” the opinion continued. 
‘The highest degree of fairness, 
honesty and fidelity to the public 
is required of public officials. 
Where a public official, such as 
Alexander was, enters into a secret 
and corrupt agreement, as the 
court found he did, that agreement 
is void at the option of his principal, 
the county,-as contrary to sound 
public policy. This must be true 
if government by the people is to 
endure, for its perpetuity depends 
on the honesty of those who ad- 
minister it. 

Can Repudiate Corrupt Contract. 

“The governing body, be it na- 
tional. st&te or local, is not re- 
quired to show any injury arising 
from the corrupt act in order to 
repudiate it. It is not compelled to 
accept the fruit of: corrupt and il- 
licit contract madc by its agent. It 
can drop the transaction and wash 
its hands thereof as soon as the 
fraud is discovered. If this be not 
s0, public officials can gamble on 
the chance of not being discovered

“I understand that the Senate 
Judiciary Committee wishes to 
know whether Il am now concerned 
in carrying on trade or commerce 
in violation of the law which 
makes such action a high misde- 
meanor and that the committee 
has asked you to meet with it at 
its session tomorrow morning. 

“Before I took office as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in March, 
1921, I resigned every office that 
I then held in any corporation and 
resigned all my directorates in such 
corporations, and I have not been 
since that time, nor am I now a 
director or officer in any corpora- 
tion for profit.

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CHARGES FORGERY 
OF FINGERPRINTS 
LED TO EXECUTION 


Expert in Affidavit to New 
Jersey Legislators Says 
George Brandon Was 
Victim of Plot. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
TRENTON, N. J., April 20.—A. 

M. Blattman, a finger print expert 

since 1915 in the New York Magis- 


trades’ Courts, sent an affidavit to 
the McAllister Legislative Commit- 
tee inve®igating political condi- 
tions in Hudson County) in Tren- 
ton yesterday offering to prove that 
deliberate forgery of finger prints 
had contributed to the conviction 
of George Brandon, who was sent 
to the electric chair in 1921 in the 
face of public protest. 

Russell E. Watson, chief counsel 
for the committee, announced that 
it would take no official cogniz- 
ance of the affidavit. Watson said 
it was purely a police and judicial 
matter, entirely outside the scope 
of the committee, although Blatt- 
man charged that the execution 
had a political motive and that the 
real murderer was “formerly an 
organizer in the Hudson County 
Democratic party.’’ 

Grand Jury Inquiry Urged. 

I. Faerber Goldenhorn of Jersey 
City, who was Brandon's lawyer, 
said he was familiar with Bilatt- 
man’s new evidence and thought 
the matter should be taken before 
the Hudson County grand jury as 
the basis for wu perjury indictment. 

Blattman broke into the news- 
papers after the Hall-Mills trial 
when he sued the Hall defense for 
$56,000, which he failed to re- 
cover. He alleged he had proved 
that the finger-printed calling card 
which was used against Willie Hal! 
was a forgery. His testimony was 
not used. The prosecution's finger 
print expert in both the Hall-Milis 
and Brandon cases was Edward L. 
hwartz of the Newark police. 
One of the issues in the Bran- 
don case was that the automobile 
door on which the /incriminating 
finger print was said to have been 
found was never produced in 
court. Brandon was convicted of 
murdering Edith Janney and her 
fiance, Arthur Kupfer, on a road 
near Rahway in 1918. Brandon 
tried to buy his way out of Auburn 
prison by accusing a fellow convict, 
Charles Perchand of the murder. 
Perchand testified against Bran- 
don, pleaded non vult contendere to 
his own indictment and got off. 
One of Brandon's last acts was to 
exact a promise from his attor- 
ney, to continue the fight to clear 
his name, but the lawyer so far has 
been unsuccessful.

Goldenhorn came into the case 
after Brandon had been convicted.

TENFILM FIRMS

Independent Movie Theater 
Owners Charge Largest 
Producers Control Distri- 
bution of Pictures.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 20.— 
Charges of independent motion pic- 
ture exhibitors that the production, 
distribution and showing of mov- 
ing pictures was being controlled 
by a giant trust which was crowd- 
ing little operators out of business, 
were brought into the open here 
today with the indictment of 10 
large producing and distributing 
companies for alleged conspiracy 
to violate the Sherman Act. 

The indictment was returned by 
a Federal grand jury last night 
after it had heard tine complaints 
of scores of independent motion 
picture theater operators that they 
had been driven out of the field 
or threatened with failure unless 
they submitted to the booking 
plans of the big film makers. 

The companies indicted were: 
West Coast Theaters, Inc.. Para- 
mount - Famous - Laskey Corpora- 
tion, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, First 
National Pictures, Universal Film 
Exchange, United Artists, Inc., Fox 
Film Corporation. Vitagraph, Inc., 
Pathe Exchange, Inc., and Warner 
Brothera.

companies combined in restraint of 
trade to discriminate against inde- 
pendent theaters; especially against 
theaters giving two feature pictures 
on one program, &r giving prizes 
to patrons, or charging an admis- 
sion fee of 10 cents or less. It was 
stated that under an asserted “zon- 
ing and clearance” schedule inde- 
pendent theaters could not obtain 
a picture until six months after its 
release by the distributer.

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STREET CARS AND WAGES. 


With due respect to what the street car company 
feels should be said about car fares and wages, the 
matter of where the burden of increased wages 
would fall has nothing to do with the question now 
in dispute before the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. 

The sole question is whether the employes of the 
street car company are fairly paid. The commission 
cannot determine this point by considering what 
street car men are paid in other cities alone. Its 
employes live in St. Louis, and their wages should 
be largely based upon local living conditions. A body 
of 4,000 employes on a modern. metropolitan trans- 
portation system should have the wages and work 
under the conditions compatible with their avocation. 

It is not the fault of the employes if the com- 
pany is engaged in a declining business. They can- 
not for that reason live for less than the cost of liy-

He died a can- 
tankerous old man of 85, leaving a 
fortune variously estimated at be- 
tween 20 and 30 millions of dol- 
lars, and a name that was synon- 
ymous with greed and oppression. 

For money was Astor’s god, the 
ultimate end and object of every- 
thing he did. And it was this av- 
aricious clutching, this . itiful self- 
ishness that warped the finer qual- 
ities he displayed in his youth and 
changed him into a ruthlessly sour 
old man, whose name was hated 
and feared above all cthers of his 
time.

NEW YORK, April 20.—On the 


sidewalk of a block in West Sev-— 


entieth street there will be found 
almost every day in the year one 
or two persons or a group gazing 
across the street at a sedate, three- 
storied house, numbered 244. It 
was the scene of one of New 
York’s most mystifying murders. 

Although the crime took place 
about 10 years ago and other 
equally puzzling murders have been 
committed and forgotten, this one 
continues to grip public interest. 
No. 244 was the home of Joseph B. 
Elwell, the famous bridge expert, 
found dying with a bullet hole in 
his head in his living room. 

It was a crime of passion that 
uncorked low scandal in high so- 
ciety. Elwell, it developed, was the 
Casanova of his period and his 
home was a seraglio. There was 
found among his effects a list. of 
53 women—indexed with their pet 
names—who flitted in and out his 
bacchanalic bower. 


On the night before his death, 
Elwood, who was 45, divorced, 
wore a toupee and had false teeth, 
was at a gay dinner party with a 
beautiful society girl who had been 
divorced that day. It so happened 
her ex-husband came into the cafe 
with another lady and later also 
Sat. near the Elwell party at the 


Midnight Frolic. 


It was also brought out the so- 
ciety girl and Elwell quarreled and 
he went home alone in a huff and 
she telephoned him around 4 on 
the morning of his killing. But the 
divorced lady and her husband 
proved perfect alibis. I saw her re- 
cently, the manageress of a Paris 
dressmaking house. 

Elwell was the gold digger’s de- 
light. A lengthy list of women re- 
ceived a “monthly love pension,” 
His bridge activities also gave him 
a wide circle of acquaintances. All 
were questioned, and those inti- 
mately involved were under long 
espionage, Some are watched to 
this day. 

No tangible clew was ever found. 
The: warmest trail had a penny- 
dreadful thrill. In his mail was a 
letter from an abandoned girl in a 
Kentucky village. She besought 
protection. Elwell was killed. with 
a 45 caliber revolver. An avenging 
Kentucky father would likely use 
such a gun to vindicate family 
honor!

NEW YORK, April 20.—Con- 
gressman McFadden of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman .of the House 
Banking and Curfenc¥ Committee, 
last night accused the Federal Re- 
serve Board of exceeding its func- 
tion in its efforts to restrict specu- 
lative credit. 

Speaking at a dinner of the As- 
sociation of Stock Exchange Firms 
at the Hotel Astor, McFadden said 


that it was “not the function of 
the Federal Reserve Board to at- 
tempt to classify or discriminate” 
in the use to which credit was put, 
nor “to cause.a deflation of stock 
or security prices,” nor “to os 
to fix prices.” 

“The country is confronted with 
a situation that needs careful anal- 
ysis * said McFadden, “and the 
business of the country cannot wait 
for a prolonged discussion and 
analyzation of its needs. It seems 
to me that ready marketability, as 
produced by an active supply and 
demand for the ciass of securities 
that are now being dealt in the 
great stock exchanges of this coun- 
try demands a change of attitude 
as regards the liquidity of the Clase 
of security.” 

He said he thought the weakest 
part in the nation’s whole financial 
structure is the savings deposits in 
the banks of the country “which 
are invested in what are now 
frozen securities made so largely 
by the constantly changing policy 
of the Federal Reserve Board.” 

The Congressman said improve- 
ments in methods of operating the

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| JAPANESE OFFICER SLAIN 
ON STREET IN SHANTUNG 


Was on Way to Military Headquar- 
ters When Stopped by ‘Two 
Civilians, 
By the Associated Press. . 
TIENTSIN, China, April 
Japenese army headquarters at 
Tsinan, Shantung, adopted extreme 
precautionary measures there to- 
day after Lieut. Itoh of the Jap- 


anese army had been assassinated 
last night by two Chinese civilians. 

The Japanese. officer was going 
through the foreign commercial 
district to the Japanese military 
héadquarters on a military mis- 
sion when he was approached by 
the two men, They drew revol- 
vers and shot him and escaped.

Machine Guns Traced to Homes of 
Gangsters.

CHICAGO, April 20.—Six ma- 
chine guns were sold in pairs by 
an obscure Chicago sporting goods 
dealer, just before the killing of 
seven Moran gangsters here to a 
man who is the subject of a State- 
wide police search. 

In an effort to trace guns used 
in the shooting, Coroner Bundesen 
summoned many firearms dealers 
to testify at the inquest into the 
seven deaths. One f these, Peter 
von Frantzsius, produced a list of 
11 machine guns he had sold dur- 
ing the last year and a half. 

He testified a man giving the 
name of “F. Thompson,” Kirklanl, 
llL, purchased six machine guns, 
two atatime. The first purchase, 
he testified, was on Oct, 17, 1928, 
the next Jan. 28, and the last Feb. 
2, just 12 days before the Moran 
gang killing. 

Immediately after Von Frantz- 
Ssius leit the stand, Coroner Bunde- 
sen dispatched a detective squad to 
kirkland. They interviewed a Mrs. 
Frank Thompson, who said her 
husband was a traveling man at 
present touring the State on behalf 
of a university enrollment drive. 

Wife Gives Information. 

Thompson, she said, goes to Kirk- 
land onl¥ occasionally. Since their 
marriage three years ago, accord- 
ing to the wife, Thompson has been 
employed as a salesman for Rock- 
ford and Chicago firms. She could 
not give the name of the universi.y
